Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated 
by Jordan. Jordon shows a loop at either 215 or 638 and air tank holding means in 
fig. 12. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Lewis et al or Jordan in view of Lenz et al. Both Lewis and Jordan show the 
claimed harness with the exception of the air tank, and the air tank being attached 
to the shoulder straps, respectively. Lenz shows an air tank connected to shoulder 
straps of a harness. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 



the time the invention was made to modify either Lewis or Jordon to comprise an 
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air tank attached to the shoulder straps of their harnesses, as taught by Lenz, to 
enable easy access to a breathing device. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/21/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments with respect to Lewis and Lenz of what 
each reference lack and not what the combined teaching teaches are not 
persuasive. Jordon teaches an air tank attached to this harness.
